STRANGE contrasts come from the River Clyde. It is 
but a few days since the clashing and clanging on its 
banks told of the forges where the s\ warthy British 
(ycJopes fashioned the seagoing monsters that broke the 
German schemes, guarding meanwhile the mighty secrets 
of their art. “And. now, with the Herculean. task accom- 
plished, come other sounds from the Scottish river, the 
murmuring of labor unrest. The murmuring, even 
though it may be temporary and significant only of 
passing grievances, 1s heard tar and wide throughout the 
world; but the din of the forges was carried no further 
than to Glasgow and that neighborhood, and its results 
were known to few save the leaders of the Entente and 
the Germans who felt the sting.
